MURDER DEFENSE 


Three Held as Accessory After 
Fact Argue Bartholin's 
Vietim Not Found. 


MITCHELL INQUEST OVER. 


Prisoners but Leaves Doubt 
About Remains. 


The liberty of Oscar Thompson, Daddy 
Claffey, and Edward A. Counselman may de- 
pend on the identification of the body of the 
woman found on Aug. Tat Seventy-fourth 
and State streets. Their attorneys an- 
nounced yesterday that they would make a 
fight for their clients, who are accused of 
being accessory after the fact to the murder 
of Minnie Mitchell, on the ground that the 
body was net that of Miss Mitchell. 

That the coroner’s jury was not entirely 
satisfied that the body was that of Miss 
Mitchell was shown by the verdict. The find- 
ing was on the supposed body of Miss 
Mitchell. The jury held Thompson, Claffey, 
and Counselman to the grand jury and rec- 
ommended that the police use every effort 
to bring about the arrest of William Bartho- 
lin, whom the jurors believe to be guilty of 
the murder of the missing woman. 

While Dr. Joseph Springer and the cor- 
oner’s jury exprese doubt regarding the 
identity of the body, Assistant State's At- 
torney Carey, Inepector Hunt, and Robert 
Mitchell believe there can be no question 
that the remains were those of Miss Mitchell. 


Convinced by Hairdresser. 


The evidence that convinced Mr. Mitchell 
that the body was his sister’s was furnished 
by Mrs. Jennie Coy, a hairdresser living 
at 769 Forty-third street, who made the 
switch found on the head of the dead wom- 
an. Mrs. Coy examined the hair closely 
and declared there could be no doubt that 
it was the same she had sold to Miss Mitch- 
ell shortly before her disappearance. She 
said she recalled the color of the hair par- 
ticularly because she had made a mistake 
in the first switch, making it too light. 
There was no error in the second, which 
matched that of the missing girl and ap- 
parently suited her, as she wore it regularly 
and never complained about it. 

When the identification of the stained 
switch was made before the coroner's jury 
Robert Mitchell declared he was satisfied. 

“ There is no reason why we should doubt 
the identity of the body further,“ he said. 
“Dr. Springer. may be right, but I have 
talked to twenty physicians, who told me 


that the elements doubtless would have af- 


fected the body in the way they did, not- 
withstanding the short time it was lying 
exposed. I am convinced that it is the body 
of my sister. 

Now that the identity has been estab- 
lished to our satisfaction I mean to devote 
all my time to the capture of William Bar- 
tholin. I will not be satisfied until he is 
behind the bars. When he is under arrest 
and awaiting trial I will be willing to re- 
turn to my work. Every cent of money 
I have or am able to borrow shall be spent 
in trying to find some trace of him.” 

Fail to Call Dr. Springer. 

While Dr. Springer had insisted repeatedly 
that the body could not be that of Miss 
Mitchell, and practically said so in his re; 
port, he was not called to testify. The clos- 
ing of the testimony without his statement 
prompted Attorney M. W. Meagher, repre- 
senting Thompson and Claffey, to express 


surprise. 
“Is not Dr. Springer going on the stand?“ 
he asked. 


a 

No, sir,“ responded Deputy Coroner Flan- 

agan.. ** We have his report, which is all that 
essary.’’ 

Dr. Springer had stated before hand that, 
he would endeavor to demonstrate that the 
bedy must have lain on the prairie more 
than eight days. After the identification of 
the switch by Mrs. Coy, the physician was 
advised not to cast any doubt upon the case 
presented by the police, so the coroner re- 
frained from calling him.

Health Commissioner’s Letter. 
The health department communication, 
which was signed by Commissioner Reyn- 
olds, was as follows: . 


I invite attention to the pollution of the city water 
supply and the alarming increase of typhoid fever 
as a result. The situation is as grave as that 
which confronted the board and this department 
in 1896, and which led to the installation of filters 
in the public schools by the board in the early 
part of 1897, 

The department has not ita attitude on 
the respective merits of filtration and of steriliza- 
tion by boiling. A good filter, properly and contin- 


uously cared for, will sufficiently purify the city’s | 
drinking than 


water, but a foul filter is worse 
none. 


Water sterilized by boiling is absolutely free 
from disease germs and the possibility of causing 
disease. It may be made as palatable as fresh 
Lake Michigan water, and it may be readily cooled 
to the normal temperature of hydrant water, which 
is as cold as water should be drunk by children. 

I would further call attention to the strong 
probability that the present lake pollution may 
last several months, and that it is certain to 
recur at any time after excessive rainfalls until 
all séwage is excluded from the lake. These 
probabilities and facts indicate the necessity for 
making any provision for securing a safe and 
wholesome water supply for the schools perma- 


nent. yours, |

If the ladies who are insulted will report it 
to me we will have the conductors arrested. 

„They appeal to the ladies and ask them 
if they would Uke to have them lose their 
jobs: or another way is to say that in order 
to save an argument they will ring up the 
fare and pay for it out of their own pockets, 
which is alla bluff. In that way they think 
you will part with the extra nickel, which 
they have no right to exact of the passen- 
ger. I am told where one does put up the 


extra fare the conductor smiles and says 


the passenger is dead easy, and when his 
report is handed im the company says, 
‘Good for you! You can stay with us.“

Mitchell, Gates, Blair, and Lam- 
bert, who are conducting the pending fight 
on behalf of the owners of four-fifths of 
the capital stock of the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron company to secure control of their 
property, announce that they have tendered 
their resignations as directors of that com- 
pany, and that the same became operative 
today. They are taking active measures to 
vindicate their rights as stockholders, pos- 
sessed by themselves and those they repre- 
sent. They will also, in a few days, present 
a report to their principals. 

The injunction procured today was upon 
the application of one Bartlett, the holder 
of ten shares of preferred and five shares 
of common stock; a confederate of the pres- 
ent chairman, Mr. Osgood, upon the ground, 
in part, of the deliberate suppression by the 
existing management of the legal notice of 
the annual meeting. Fair minded men must 
appreciate and will be assured that the effort 
to perpetuate contro! through such means 
must necessarily fail.“

Washington, D. C., Aug. 20.— [Special. 
The navy department made public today

Several weeks ago ex-Congressman Haw- 
ley came out to see the president, and on his 
return to Texas newspapers blossomed with 
yarns that the president was supporting that 
part of Texas’ republican drganization 
which was seeking to down Mr. Lyon. Lyon 
came here today and stated his woes to the 
president. Mr, Roosevelt said to him, with 
the utmost plainness and directness, that no- 
body had any right to assume to speak for 
the president with regard to affairs in Texas. 
The president said that he was not taking 
sides with anybody in Texas or against any- 
body in Texas. The president expressed 
himself as altogether dissatisfied and im- 
patient with those republicans who devoted

William Wallace Strain “Counts Ties” 
Into Town, but Continues His Jour- 
ney ina Pullman Car. ex 


After a disastrous theatrical venture, go- 
ing broke in St. Louis and pawning or sell- 
ing everything, and walking seventy miles 
over the ties to reach Chicago, then begging 
on the streets, and finally by chance meet- 
ing a brother whom he had not seen for 
years, receiving $100, and going back to 
New York City in a Pullman car—all these 
experiences have entered into the life of 
William Wallace Strain, a young New York- 
er, within the last few weeks. 

On Monday night Strain, who is 21 years 
old, stumbled over ‘the railroad ties from 
sunset to sunrise, walking into Chicago 
from Dwight, III., which place he had suc- 
ceeded in reaching by selling his last pos- 
session of value~a camera.

While Sullivan was eating breakfast his 
father-in-law, Fritz L. Boldt, a barber in the 
Stock Exchange building, telephoned Dr. 
Corbus, the superintendent of the institution, 
that the escaped man was e in Chicago 
waiting for an attendant to take him back to 
the asylum. 

Some of the attendants who had passed 
part of the night searching for Sullivan and 


stitution who escaped through a garbage 
chute, were called jn from their quest, while 
others were left still on the trail of Kieldon, 

In the afternoon two of the attendants of 
the asylum called at the Boldt home and 
asked Sullivan to return to Kankakee with 
them. At first he demurred and said ‘that 
the object of this, his second escape since 
July 1 was to visit his home and see his 
wife, who had rot visited him for three 
weeks. Not being a violent patient Sullivan 
was persuaded to go back to the asylum upon 
the promise that his wife would visit him dur- 
ing the coming week.

Effert Will Be Made to Have Ali 
Strawboard Stockholders Taken In 
—La Salle Street View of the Gates- 
_Ongood Fight — President Dantly. 
Closes Pneumatic Tool Deal in Lon- 
don—Company Now Has Monopoly— 


Island Charter Provisions. 


Directors of the United Boxboard com- 
pany will hold a meeting in New York to- 
day to take up a number of questions, among 
them being the proposition to receive all 
the ‘outstanding American Strawboard 
shares on the same basis of exchange as 
the majority of Strawboard stock was ac- 
quired. 

R. F. Newcomb, vice president of the 
boxboard company and formerly president 
of the strawboard company, returned yes- 
terday from New York. He said he had 
used his influence with the boxboard direc- 
tors to have all the strawboard stock ex-. 
changed. It is understood Col. R. C. Clowry, 
a strawboard stockholder and president of 
the Western Union Telegraph company, will 
try to have the strawboard shareholders all 
taken ing 

The trouble seems to be that the box- 
board shares have been disappointing in 
the matter of market price, and the box- 
board directors are endeavoring to advance 
the stock through pooling operations. This 
seems to be the principal reason for declin- 
ing thus far to, take in outstanding straw- 
board stock. To do so in the same man- 
ner that the original holders were taken 
in would mean so much more of a load for 
the insiders to carry in endeavoring to hold 
up the price of hoxboard. There is a sug- 
gestion, however, that Morton Trust com- 
pany receipts of boxboard stocks are to 
be issued strawboard shareholders instead 
of -actual stock. This would tie up in the 
pool the additional strawboard exchanged. 


Say Gates Cannot Afford to Lose. 

Some La Salle. street people were figur- 
ing yesterday that John W. Gates could 
not afford to compromise org lose his fight 
with J. C. Osgood of the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron company. Defeat at Mr. Osgood’s 
hands, it was held, would materially dam- 
age Mr. Gates’ prestige. If, as it is alleged, 
he held proxies against 200,000 out of 260,- 
000 shares and should not win his point 
it would afford opportunity to say he was 
not such a magnate after all. For that 
reason it is presumed Mr. Gates will carry 
his contention to the court of last resort. 
His son, Charles G. Gates, wired the fol- 
lowing to the Chicago branch of the firm: 
The break in Colorado Fuel this morn- 
ing has undoubtedly cleaned the sheet of 
weak holders. People have read the news- 
paper headings about Gates’ Waterloo, etc., 
and have reached the conclusion that we 
have been defeated, while, as a matter of 
fact, we have only started. 1 think the 
worst is over and that the break today 
will be the low point for some time to come, 
as I do not see how anything can now hap- 
pen except for the better.“ 

The stock did have a severe break at the 
opening yesterday, going from 88 to 80. and 
closing at 83..
